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THE  NATURE  OF  THE  HELPING  PROCESS 

This  is  the  title  of  a two-day  workshop  held  at  this  Yearly 
Meeting  by  the  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee.  Some  of 
the  ideas  and  questions  raised  should  prove  helpful  to  the 
various  Monthly  Meeting  Ministry  and  Oversight  Commit- 
tees, and  to  Friends  in  general.  This  report  makes  use  of 
the  excellent  outline  prepared  for  the  workshop,  amplified 
by  notes  taken  at  the  sessions.  V.B.H. 

We  all  have  positive  and  negative  feelings 
about  ourselves,  about  life,  about  one  another. 
We  need  to  face  them,  communicate  them,  and 
accept  them  in  one  another  with  love.  As  in  all 
families,  serious  problems  will  sometimes  arise, 
and  our  Meetings  must  have  ways  of  helping  to 
resolve  them. 

Responsibility  of  Ministry  and  Oversight 

While  helping  each  other  in  time  of  need  is 
the  responsibility  of  each  of  us,  it  is  particu- 
larly important  for  the  Monthly  Meeting’s  Com- 
mittee on  Ministry  and  Oversight  to  know  how 
to  deal  with  troubled  situations. 

First  of  all,  the  Committee  should  be  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  Discipline  of  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting,  especially  with  suggested 
procedures  regarding  membership. 

Committee  members  should  come  to  know 
all  members  well,  through  systematic  and  mean- 
ingful visiting  of  families.  It  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  build  a loving  relationship  with 
each  member  of  the  Meeting,  so  that  the  way  is 
easier  in  time  of  need. 

The  Committee  might  establish  a definite 
time  and  place  where  members  can  come  to  talk 
over  their  problems.  Such  a procedure  could 
help  in  overcoming  diffidence  on  both  sides. 

Some  situations,  such  as  threat  of  suicide, 
scapegoating  (blaming  a child  or  spouse,  or 
even  oneself,  for  all  the  troubles  of  a family), 
inability  to  recognize  the  existence  of  a prob- 
lem, or  disruption  of  the  life  of  the  Meeting, 
may  require  professional  help  outside  the  Meet- 
ing. The  Committee  should  be  familiar  with  the 
various  community  resources  for  counselling 
assistance,  such  as  clinics,  family  services, 
physicians,  and  psychiatrists. 

Finally,  Ministry  and  Oversight  people  must 
have  authority  with  their  responsibility.  They 
will  sometimes  be  called  on  to  elder  a fellow 


member  — or  to  be  eldered  themselves  — and 
must  understand  the  fundamental  philosophy 
which  supports  eldering.  Committee  members 
must  be  willing  to  accept  criticism  and  hurt 
with  understanding  and  without  retaliation. 

Ways  of  Helping 

When  professional  help  is  needed  in  working 
out  a problem.  Meeting  can  offer  other  kinds  of 
assistance,  such  as  baby  sitting,  providing 
meals,  transportation,  or  companionship.  It 
might  be  valuable  for  the  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight Committee  to  inform  the  professional  coun- 
sellor of  the  resources  available  in  the  Meeting. 

Listening  was  emphasized  as  the  key  part 
in  the  helping  process.  This  should  be  done  by 
the  one  or  two  persons  most  appropriate  and 
able  in  terms  of  the  nature  of  the  problem  and 
the  person  involved.  It  should  of  course  be  con- 
fidential. Members  must  listen  with  faith  in  the 
person,  and  with  patience.  They  should  avoid 
giving  advice.  The  committee  member  might 
suggest  new  ways  of  looking  at  the  problem,  but 
the  final  solution  is  up  to  the  individual  con- 
cerned. 

The  Meeting  for  Worship  is  an  important  re- 
source in  helping  us  to  grow  emotionally  and 
spiritually.  In  meaningful  worship,  we  seek  ma- 
turity together,  and  the  troubled  person  may 
often  find  a solution  to  his  problem  in  this  cor- 
porate prayer. 

Difficulties  and  Possibilities 

It  is  not  easy  for  a Meeting  to  be  truly  help- 
ful to  its  troubled  members.  Some  of  the  larger 
Meetings  feel  that  they  have  a disproportionate 
share  of  the  problems,  and  the  smaller  ones 
feel  severely  limited  in  resources  to  help  solve 
them. 

The  questions  were  raised:  How  many  upset 
families  can  a Meeting  accommodate?  How  un- 
comfortable can  we  stand  to  be? 

In  trying  to  help  troubled  Friends,  we  must 
realize  that  we  will  make  mistakes,  that  our  in- 
sight and  understanding  are  incomplete.  But  if 
we  are  willing  to  accept  this,  we  will  learn  from 
our  mistakes,  from  one  another,  and  especially 
from  the  people  we  are  called  upon  to  help. 
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WHAT  WE  THOUGHT  OF  YEARLY  MEETING 

— as  shown  by  our  Questionnaires 

Planning  for  1963  Yearly  Meeting  will  be 
greatly  aided  by  the  87  Friends,  including  14 
Young  Friends,  who  answered  the  Questionnaire 
about  this  Yearly  Meeting.  The  officers  of  Year- 
ly Meeting  are  grateful  for  the  interest  and  help 
of  these  Friends. 

We  varied  in  years  of  experience  attending 
Yearly  Meeting  from  our  first  to  16th,  with  the 
greatest  number  there  for  the  third  time. 

The  majority  of  those  who  replied  had  an 
excellent  general  impression  of  Yearly  Meeting, 
Young  Friends  commented:  “Togetherness  be-  ■ 
tween  adults  and  Young  Friends  was  at  last 
what  we  wanted  it  to  be.”  “In  terms  of  spiritual 
development,  this  is  the  most  rewarding  Yearly 
Meeting  I have  yet  attended.’*^  Adults  agreed:  ' 
“Participation  of  Young  Friends  in  both  adult 
sessions  and  in  their  own  has  appeared  to  be 
the  most  satisfactory  so  far.  We  have  come  a 
long  way  since  our  first  awkward  attempts  to 
include  Young  Friends.’^  “We  are  growing  up 
as  a Yearly  Meeting  and  growing  closer  as 
children  of  God,”  “We  are  more  willing  to  lis- 
ten to  each  other.” 

Worship-Fellowship  groups  drew  comments 
of  general  approval.  One  Young  Friend  said, 

“I  think  I have  grown  very  much  in  spirit  this 
year  due  to  the  Worship-Fellowship  group.” 
Another  pleaded  that  adults  really  try  to  answer 
such  questions,  when  raised,  as:  “But  how  do 
you  go  about  asking  God  for  guidance?  How  do 
you  know  the  guidance  comes  from  God?  What  if 
you  don’t  get  guidance--are  you  doing  something 
wrong?”  Several  adults  found  these  groups  “the 
most  important  spot  in  the  whole  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, and  appreciated  the  participation  of  Young 
Friends. 

The  Children’s  Program  continues  to  im- 
prove, and  Friends  are  grateful  for  it.  Several 
requests  were  made  for  this  program  to  begin 
when  Interim  Committee  meets.  More  organized 
sports,  games  or  swimming  were  suggested  for 
afternoon  activities  of  those  ten  years  old  and 
up. 

Comments  on  clerking  and  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing schedule  were  all  complimentary,  although 
one  Friend  found  the  time  too  full.  Generally 
it  was  felt  that  a “good  balance  had  been 
achieved  between  business  and  non-business 
sessions,”  with  some  chance  to  relax  “with- 
out missing  something  important.” 

We  made  many  suggestions  about  the  Young 
Friends  program.  One  Young  Friend  wrote: 

“I  think  the  high  school  group  has  too  much 
say-so  over  the  junior  high.”  Another  sug- 
gested that  the  Summer  School  group  should 


attend  the  whole  Yearly  Meeting,  “so  they  will 
feel  a part  of  it,”  and  so  that  they  may  partici- 
pate with  other  Young  Friends  in  setting  up 
rules. 

Regarding  the  program  in  general,  it  is  sug- 
gested by  the  Children’s  Program  staff  and 
chairmen,  past  and  present,  that  each  day  open 
with  everyone,  seated  as  families,  in  a wor- 
ship meeting  for  twenty  minutes.  Also  a number 
requested  singing  by  everyone,  either  before 
supper,  outdoors,  or  preceding  the  evening  ses- 
sion. The  importance  of  Friends  gathering  in 
silence  for  all  sessions  and  in  a spirit  of 
expectant  waiting  has  been  brought  out. 

The  opening  session  on  “Friends  Ways  of 
Protesting  and  Building”  was  felt  to  be  the 
best  one  by  about  twenty  percent.  One  Friend 
wondered  “how  the  singularly  loving  spirit  of 
this  Yearly  Meeting  was  due  to  this  session.” 
Other  favorites  were:  Peace  Committee  discus- 
sions, Monte  Steadman’s  talk,  Worship-Fellow- 
ship groups j the  workshops  on  the  Nature  of 
the  Helping  Process,  and  that  on  Religious 
Education.  One  Friend  felt  that  State  of  the 
Society  reports  should  be  given  from  individual 
Monthly  Meetings,  feeling  that  the  digested 
ones  from  regional  meetings  “lose  the  real 
life,”  No  session  of  the  whole  week  was  over- 
looked by  some  favorable  comment.  “This 
year’s  business  sessions  were  much  more  inter- 
esting than  last  year’s.” 

One  last  suggestion  that  was  made  seems 
appropriate  to  end  this  commentary  — Monthly 
Meeting  and  Regional  Clerks  please  take  no- 
tice — “We  should  do  what  we  can  to  encourage 
more  Friends  to  participate  in  Yearly  Meeting.”

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LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

I am  puzzled  by  the  two  articles  on  public 
witness  written  by  Samuel  Tyson  and  Catherine 
Bruner  {Friends  Bulletin,  July,  1962).  They 
seem  to  imply  an  either-or  regarding  public  wit- 
ness as  opposed  to  participation  in  service  and 
legislative  committees.  Does  this  imply  that 
the  work  of  the  AFSC  and  the  FCNL  is  ineffec- 
tive in  attaining  peace,  whereas  public  witness 
is  effective?  Do  we  know  enough  to  make  this 
claim?  Then  too,  how  do  we  account  for  the 
considerable  number  of  Friends  who  are  invest- 
ing their  lives  in  both  public  witness  and  active 
participation  in  service  and  legislative  work? 
When  Sam  Tyson  dismisses  “attempts  to  get 
peace  by  proxy,’’ does  he  mean  that  the  citizen’s 
proxy,  our  government,  no  longer  has  the  re- 
sponsibility for  attaining  international  peace  by 
agreement  with  other  proxies? 

I would  recommend  to  Friends  the  concise 
pamphlet.  Public  Witness,  prepared  last  spring 
by  the  Peace  Committee  of  Philadelphia  Yearly 
Meeting.  One  part  in  particular  speaks  to  the 
questions  raised  above:  “Though  some  may 
witness  for  an  end  to  the  cold  war  by  walking 
from  San  Francisco  to  Moscow,  more  is  required. 
We  have  to  be  able  to  say  more  than  that  we 
are  for  disarmament,  that  we  are  for  an  end  to 
nuclear  testing  and  the  missile  race,  and  that 
we  want  peace,  not  war.  To  act  not  only  with 
energy  but  intelligence  we  must  have  some 
image  in  mind  of  the  requirements  of  a more 
peaceable  world.  No  one  of  us  can  work  on  all 
fronts.  . .” 

We  have  much  to  learn  from  our  Friends  who 
have  suffered  as  a result  of  their  public  wit- 
ness. Their  whole-hearted  commitment  to  their 
vocation  reproaches  us  for  our  faint-heartedness 
in  our  own.  They  have  not  yielded  to  frustra- 
tions, but  have  found  an  expressive  act,  one 
which  appeals  to  the  mass  media  as  hearings 
and  delegations  have  seldom  done.  As  Stewart 
Meacham  said  at  the  Friends  General  Confer- 
ence; “Public  witness  does  not  need  to  suc- 
ceed to  have  value;  indeed,  its  value  increases 
as  error  prevails.  It  persuades  us  by  its  tes- 
timony to  the  work  of  the  individual  conscience.” 

However,  this  letter  pleads  that  we  take  a 
clear  look  at  the  act  of  public  witness  itself. 
All  are  not  of  equal  value.  An  editorial  in 
Friends  Journal  (August  1,  1962)  speaks  of  two 
kinds,  the  one  the  moral  authority  for  which 
comes  from  corporate  prayer  and  consensus. 


and  the  other  “a  near-anarchic  and  plainly  un- 
ruly individualism.” 

I would  plead  even  more  strongly  that  love 
and  unity  be  maintained  among  us  rather  than 
divisions  and  repudiations,  for  “there  are  diver- 
sities of  operations  but  the  same  God  which 
worketh  in  all.”

"A  life  dedicated  to  helping  others  was  cut  short  when 
Karl  Eugene  Fagg  died  under  tragic  circumstances  last 
summer  in  Togoland,  West  Africa.  While  taking  part  in  an 
international  work  camp,  engaged  in  building  a school  in  a 
rural  area,  Karl  contracted  malaria  with  toxic  reactions, 
and  was  found  dead  following  his  disappearance  from  a 
hospital. 

“Karl,  26,  was  born  in  Wichita,  Kansas,  the  son  of 
Reginald  and  Marjorie  Fagg,  also  members  of  Claremont 
Meeting.  A conscientious  objector,  he  spent  two  years  in 
village  work  in  Mexico  under  the  AFSC.  He  stayed  a third 
year  to  teach  in  an  international  agricultural  school  in 
Mexico  and  help  supervise  a work  camp  in  Guatemala,  He 
was  planning  further  study  in  the  field  of  village  and  rural 
development,  which  he  had  decided  to  make  his  life  work. 
He  was.  engaged  to  a young  woman  from  Guatemala. 

"Karl  believed  that  helping  people  in  underdeveloped 
countries  achieve  decent  living  conditions  is  a necessary 
step  in  bringing  peace  to  the  world.  In  this  faith  he  has 
given  his  Mast  full  measure  of  devotion.'
